The Mineral Department of the State 
Auditor’s Office Furnishes Some 
Interesting Data 


W hat the mines owned 
by 
the 
state of Minnesota are expected to 
produce this year is shown by esti­ 
mates prepared by J. P. Funk, in the 
mineral departm ent of the state a u ­ 
ditor's office, as follows, says the Clo­ 
ner r Press: 
“ It is a question w hether on the 
whole the Lake Superior district will 
ship as much ore this season as in 
1910, the record 
y ear— 43,440,000 
tons— of which Minnesota shipped 
about 60 per 
cent— approxim ately 
30.000.000 tons. 
“Of the more than I 2T» mines open­ 
ed and operated on the Mesabi range, 
tw enty are state mines. 
Of 
these 
tw enty, several were opened during 
the past year, namely, the Scranton. 
Morton, Woodbridge, (’avour, Helmer, 
Ca va con a and Fay. 
“ The Scranton is a promising mine 
containing an adm itted tonnage of 
19.000.000 tons, although the whole 
tract 
120 acres 
has not yet been 
thoroughly explored and a still g reat­ 
er tonnage is expected. The mine be­ 
longs to the swamp land fund. 
“ The first shipm ents of ore will be 
made from the Cuyuna range this 
month and Minnesota can then boast 
of three shipping iron ranges— the 
Vermillion, Mesabi and Cuyuna. 
It 
is possible th a t one of the 
state's 
mines on the Cuyuna will enter the 
shipping list this season. 
“ There was shipped, in 1910, from 
the state's own mines 1,100,000 tons 
of ore, from which the school, univer­ 
sity and swamp land funds were re­ 
spectively enriched by $275,000, that 
is, a royalty of 25 cents per ton ao­ 
li 
the 
output. 
Aside from this, tilt' state receives 
annually as minim um royalty pay­ 
ments an in annual rentals on u n ­ 
developed 
mines 
about 
$100,000. 
There are at 
present— in-—force — 
232 state mineral leases, of which, 
as stated, only tw enty have been de­ 
veloped to shipping mines. 


“One state mine— the G rant 
so 
the sta te ’s m ining inspectors have 
informed the state auditor, intend to 
ship out this season 500,000 tons— 
this mine is near Buhl. 
Another, 
the Pool, it is expected, will be not 
far behind in shipments. 
It is w ith­ 
in the possibilities th a t the state will 
receive royalty on an o u tp u t of 2,- 
000,000 tons this season, netting a 
revenue of $500,000, all of which 
will 
go to 
enrich 
the 
perm anent I 
school and other funds of our com­ 
m onw ealth.”
